Paris, Aug. 23—(¡P)—The Olympic 
purists, a little staggered by the 
scope and success of the first post- 
war games in England, think the 
show ought to be cut. 


Among the leaders in this view— 
and there are many—is Marcel 
Reichel, a frenchman of many dec- 
orations for war service and a 
sportsman. He is the president of 
the French Sports Correspondents' 
Association by avocation, a technical 
writer on the automotive industry by 
profession. 


Another is Roy McKelvie of the 
London Star, who, in his review of 
the games, decided there ought to be 
a stop to it somewhere. McKelvie's 
view is that sports which conduct 
w o r l d 
championship competition 
separately need not duplicate their 
efforts by holding Olympic competi- 
tion as well. 


Reichel says flatly that there are 
too many sports in the Olympic 
program and that something should 
be done about it before the 1952 
games in Helsinki. 


He would ditch yachting, shooting, 
water polo, basketball, soccer, eque- 
strian stuff and some other Olympic 
business on the presently accepted 
program. 


Reichel would keep the "human 
sports" and throw out all team ef- 
forts that depend on organization 
more than individaul merit or any 
artificial locomotion or mechanical 
aids of any kind. 


He would do away with the winter 
Olympics entirely. 


The premier Olympic sports would 


continue of course: track, 
boxing and wrestling because they 
are "traditional'' and weight-Bit{Bg, 
which has not much popular 
but has a great concentrated fol- 
lowing. 


Reichel hesitates to draw the Jine 
anywhere on the Olympic program 
as it exists now but he says tfam 
rowing could be eliminated without 
any lo6s, the equestrian prlx des 
nations could be junked, field hockey 
(always won at the Olympics by 
India) could be done away with.
